Forgotten Man 

Glancing over the death notices in the Albertan on 
Thursday we noted the passing of W. D. Trego in 
Calgary. Very few of the present generation will ap¬ 
preciate what this man contributed to the early agri¬ 
cultural progress of Alberta. South of Gleichen, in 
the rolling country of- Majorville, just east of what is 
now known, as Milo and Queenstown, he pioneered 
tree culture and fruit production. He was a militant 
speaker and many times none top practical in his re¬ 
marks, he nevertheless did lead the way in befiter liv¬ 
ing and happier home surroundings on Alberta Prai¬ 
ries. A contemporary of Mr. Trego’s was a Mr. In¬ 
gram at Sundial, just north of the Little Bow River. 
Along about 1916-1917-1918 he was drawing flocks 
of people to his t^ee-sheltered gardens where he pro¬ 
duced crops of luscious strawberries and raspberries. 
But fate wa^ cruel. The lush years from 1911, to 1917 
fostered his efforts. From this time on the situation 
was hopeless. A few years later we drove by his farm, 
which was abandoned, with most of the trees dead, 
the buildings in rack and ruin and strawberries noth¬ 
ing more than a memory. Sundial was a post office 
for many years. A Danish family by the name of En- 
gen ran it. It was also a stopping house for the home¬ 
steaders moving out from Lethbridge to the Sweet 
Valley, Badger Lake and Kimmondalc districts. We 
stopped there one cold winter night and the old 
Grandpa gave us a laugh the next morning when he 
effectively cussed the cows in his native tongue. They 
must have been bi-lingualists, for they sure beat a 
hasty retreat. —Camrose Canadian.

For instance, 
let us say, an editor of a weekly 
paper was interested in some de¬ 
bate on a purely local issue. He 
could refer to the legislative re¬ 
cord for full detail on what was 
said, but which would likely not 
be, available in any other way. 

Further, he, or any interested 
person could count on the report 
being purely a straight report of 
proceedings, leaving them abso¬ 
lutely free to reach their own 
conclusions on the merit. 

Premier E. C.‘ Manning replied 
for the government. He said con¬ 
sideration had been given to the 
idea but it had been rejected be¬ 
cause the government felt that 
mechanical recordings were not 
adequate. To hire court reporters 
and to pay printing costs of a 
Hansard report would be more 
expensive than the demand for 
such a service justified. He noted 
that a great deal of trivial and 
inconsequential material would 
have to be recorded and it would 
be of value or Interest to no one.
